Resignation. 


Annonncement that Frank C. Buley has tendered his resigna- 
tion as United States district attorney for the district of Indiana to 
^ntcr upon the private practice pf law at Indianapolis, cpae as a tre- 
¿endons surprise. It wiU he a matter of much re^et, as well, and 
yet m analysis of the case will undoubtedly show that Mr. Dailey is, 
from his own standpoint, taking the wise course. He explains that 
opportmiity now open to him is so unusual that he smply cannot 
afor^ to reject it in or^er to continue in his preset public position. 


The Bluffton man is a good lawyer. That fact had been demon- 
strated before he was called from Wells county to_be the prosecuting 
attorney for the government in c£«es involving the infraction of the 
federal laws in Indian^ The place is an important one and is much 
sought after by attorneys ambitious to enter the federal service or 
seeking a stepping stone to something higher. Mr. Dailey, from the 
n^oment of his appointment somewhat more than two years ago, has, 
in the parlance of the day, "made good" in the place. He soared into 
particular public eminence by his successful prosecution of t^e scores 
of Terre Haute eleotipu crooks that landed many of them in the fed- 
eral penitentiary at Fort Leay^wprth, and his conduct of the pfli?e 
has been admirable throughout. 


Then came the lure of furt^ierApolitical honors. Mr. Dailey's 
name came to be frequently mentioned as a most likely possibility for 
the democratic nomination for goyeimor of Indiana, but throughout 
it .^11 Mr. Dailey kept hpth ]|iis head and his counsel. He has now 
stated that be Ji^ not prijy tepteiid hi^ resignatipn ^ 
#i#rict 
attorney, but that he will not be a candidate for governor. Mr. 
Dailey has the perception to discern that political honors are at best 
but evanescent and usually unsatisfactory. They almost invariably 
turn to ashes, and Mr. Dailey is not ui^easonable in desiring a more 
substantial groundwork for tis own future than that. The govern- 
ment will Ipse a most capable pflficiaLwhen he retires, but Mr. Dailey 
is di^laying .?pund judgment in the wuMe he h ^ chosen for himself.

future with any great fear. Traffic con- 
tinues to expand, 
and the interstate 
commerce 
commission now announces 
certain increases in rates. 
The latest 
appeal decided was in the case of fifty 
western companies. 
Higher passenger 
fares were desired, and while the com- 
mission rejected the majority of the ap- 
plications, those approved are sufficient 
to increase western passenger earniTigs 
by many niillibns yearly. 
Interstate 
fares are placed on a hew scale, ranging 
from 2.4 cents a miles to 3 cents flat. 
States affected are 
practically all of 
those west of thé Indiana-Illinois bound- 
ary line. 


It appears th^^t passenger increases 
are allowed on the basis of "just re- 
turns" and "safety 
first." 
Since 1900 
western roads—as well as those of the 
east, ,'Whose rates have already been 
paMed»' on—liave " spept large sums in 
new equipmeht, especially the construc- 
tion of steercoaches". Service in the past 
fifteen years has bieen improved in every 
way, notwithstanding the fact that the 
transportation of passengers 
is 
less 
profitable than the carriage of freight. 
"For such services and facilities the 
cairiers should 
be 
allowed," says the 
commission, 
"under reasonable fares, 
to earn a reasonable return from 
the 
property used in that service. 
Neither 
competition nor thé unreasonable

Text of Measure Introduced 
to Provide $500,000 for 
Structure. 


Copies of Congressman Cline s bill re- 
sently introduced in cpngress appropriat- 
ing $500,000 for á iiew postoffice site'and 
building in Fort Wayne reached the city 
Tuesday. 
The complete text of the bill,' 
known as H. R, 3,072; is as follows: 


"A bill providing for the purchase of a 
site and'the erection of a federal building 
therein in the city of Fort Wayne, county 
of Allen, state of Indiana, and appropriat- 
ing the money therefor. : 


.^Be it enaded by the senate and house 
of representatives of the U,nited States of 
Ainefica iri congress assembled, that the 
secretary of the treasury be, and he is 
hereby ¿utftorized and directed to acquire, 
by p"urchase or otherwise, a suitable site 
and to contain rooms all sufficient for the 
city of Fort Wayne, in Allen county, in 
the state of Indiana. 
Said building to be 
vsed by the United States as a postoffice 
and to cotain rooms all sufficient for the 
use and accommodation of United States 
courts and otficiais, coliector of internal 
revenue. United 
States 
marshals, 
and 
such other federal officials as may be de- 
termined "upon by the said secretary of 
the treasury. Said building to be equipped 
with 
fireproof 
vaults,

Berlin, Dec. 15.—(Via

reichstag yesterday Dr. Karl Helfferich, 
secretary of the treasury, said: 


"Responsibility for the blood which 
will flow from now on, for the misery 
which comes upon the world, for the 
danger to which civilization is exposed, 
falls not upon Germany but upon those 
who cannot resolve to "draw the conclu- 
sion from Germany's military successes 
\yhich no one can dispute any longer. 
The responsibility falls upon those who, 
in their foolish and criminal illusion, 
still speak of annihilation • and parti- 


tion of Germany and of a war of ex- 
haustion. 


"We stand like rocks in the soil of 
the home country and on the columns 
of the British empire are written in 
glowing letters the same words as were 
written on the wall of 
Belshazzar's 
palace." 


ALLIES SAVE WAR MATERIAL. 


Paris, Dec. 15.—The latest informa- 
tion obtained by the Havas correspond- 
ent at Athens when he filed a dispatch 
yesterday was that the allied front ex- 
tended as far as Kukus, in Greece., 
about 25 nñle« north' of Saloniki. 
The 
retreat is being carried on under fav- 
orable conditions, enabling the

Indianapolis Man Gives No- 
tice of Candidacy 
for Senate. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 15.—Arthur R. Rob- 
inson, of Indianapolis, filed vrith the sec- 
retâry of stàtè his déclaration of inten- 
tion to become a candidate for the re- 
publican nomlnatioil of United States 
senator late yesterday. Mr. Robinson is 
the first candidate to file declaration of 
candidacy as provided for by the new 
primary election law. 


Acdompanying Robinson's declaration 
was a petition signed by nearly 800 vot- 
ers of Marion county, asking that his 
name be placed on thé ballot for the pri- 
mary on March 7. The election law re- 
qrircs 500 names to such a petition. 


Under the new primary law, a candi- 


date for United States senator is re- 
quired to pay a fee of $100, the amount 
being based on the annual salary of the 
office, but a recent decision of the Floyd 
county circuit court held that the fee 
provision of the law is invalid. 
The 
point will be settled finally by the state 
supreme court. 


Mr. Robinson tendered the treasurer of 
state a check for $100. The treasurer 
declined to receive the check, though he 
prepared a written acknowledgment of 
its tender. 
The heck will be held by 
the secretary of state pending a decision 
of the supreme court.

Call His Conduct in Writ- 
ing on Bollinger Baby 
Case Unethical. 


Chicago, Dec. 15.—The council of the 
Chicago Medical society, in a finding 
made public lasc night, 
recommended 
to the society that Dr. H. J. Haiselden, 
who advised against operating on the 
Bollinger baby, be expelled from the so- 
ciety. 


The Bollinger baby was born, in the 
opinion 
of Dr. Haiselden, with 
every 
prospect, if the faint life in it persisted, 
of developing into a hopeless 
invalid 
or an imbecile. 
An operation 
might 
have saved its 
life, 
but the parents 
agreed with the surgeon that it should 
not be performed and the infant was 
allowed to die. 


This, however, was not the charge 
brought against the doctor. 
A series oi 
articles under his name, dealing with 
this ease and the subject of eugenics 
generally, appeared after the démise of 
the bdby, a few weeks ago, and for these 
be was charged with ' unethical conduct 
and found guilty. 
The sessions of the

den is said to have set up the defense 
that for two thousand years physicians 
have subscribed to a policy of secrecj 
on, subjects which ought to be published 
for the enlightenment of the public.

prize-iHnners •• six' w¿ré teetotalers and 
two had b'eeii abstaining for some time 
while in tiuining. 'Srore than half of 
the non'-abstainers fell out by the way, 
but oñly twdr of the ¿4 abstainers. 


Endurance—During • a ^íampáign 
the 
late Field MarsfiaU 
Wolsele/ tested 
the effect of alcohol upon endurance. To 
some of" the troops alcohol was givon, 
to others iione. '"^e'abstainiiig troops 
showed ' • diècidedly 
better 
éndurance, 
better marching power's, were ' fresher 
and moré alert. 


Mountain Climbing—Professor Durig. 
a famous moxmt'áín-climber, conducted 
experiments upon himself, climbing 
in 
each case 8,000 feet to the top of Mt. 
Bilkencrat in the Alps. He recorded the 
height climbed, his jsersoiiSl'weigTit arid 
that of his pack, and carried instruments 
to measure exactly the bodily energy put 
forth, the amount of muscle worTc^óne, 
and the length of "time required. 
On 
certain days' he took 
alcoholic drink 
equivalent to two glasses of beer, and 
found 
that, 
while 
his 
instruments 
showed that he expended 15% more en- 
eig>' than on the days of abstinence, he 
took 21.7 % longer to reach the top of 
thi mountain. 


Marksmanship—In Sweden three cor- 
porals and three privates were used in a 
test to determine^ the effect of alooiiol 
upon precision. 
During the days of the 
first test the men were entirely abstain- 


ing, while during the second series of 
tests they were allowed two-thirds of a 
wine-glass of brandy a short time be- 
fore the firing arid, àn eqiiál amóiint of 
alcohol in'punch on the evening ^fore. 
lu the quick-firing • teists, oh thè alcohol 
days, they hit the tain^et on the avera^^e 
only three times out of ^ shots,' but 
on the abstinent days the avèirage wad 
23 and 26 hits. 
The riieri were foúrid 
to tìé similarly affected "by alcohol dur- 
ing tests for endurance of sustained fli- 
ing.

Typesetting 
and 
Typewriting—Eour 
typesetters in a printing office in 'Heidel- 
berg, Germany, were tested in their work 
to find out if alcohol hélpéd or hindered 
them. The trials Were cárried oh for an 
hour a day foj- four succéssivé days. The 
first and third days no alcohol wáis tak- 
en; on the second arid fourth days the 
work was done after dri'iking about 
three-quarters of a tumblei- of Greek 
wine (18 per cent, alcohol). 


Alcohol used in these 
amounts to 
wliich the men were accustomed decreas- 
ed 'ihe-amount of Work dorie about "D 
per cent, on the average. 
This means 
that i f the sarile lóésheld for-a whole 
(iaj^'s work, if a hian were capable of 
earning $15.00 a week Avhen not drink^ 
iiig, he would i3arn only $13.65 if hè 
drank as riúích alcohol daily as woiild 
bo contained in a quart Of beer. 


This typesetting"té¿t showed that the 
amount of skilled work doné was dimiri- 
ishpd by alcohol. In a test bv typewriting 
it was found that alcohol increased tha 
number of errors from 14 to 31 per cent., 
although fatigue 
only

avér'ál^" of "errors hy 2 per cent".

Sehotórship—Professor 
Vogt, of the Universliiy of Cliristiania, 
made tests upon himself to determine 
tTie'eU'e^ets of alcohol upon irieriibry. " Ho 
daily committed to memory twenty-five 
lines of Greek poetry and recorded t]ie 
nuniber of minutes required to Icarri 
the. 
On the days Avhen he took as mur-h 
alcohol as one would get in from one 
and one-half to tlireo glasses of beer, it 
took him on the average 18 per cent", 
longer to learn the lines than when rio 
alcohol Avas taken. 
Six months later, 
when he reviewed and releanied the 
áíiriié liries, he found that the lines learn 
ori on the alcohol days requjrcd more 
time for releaming.

It is 
generally 
conceded that colds 
are caused by germs 
but We don't know 
enough about the 
germs as y6t to make a serum treatment 
for colds or enough to make a very sat- 
isfactory vaccine to prevent them. 


We do know, certain other definite 
facts of considerable practical value iri 
preventing colds. 
Here are thé essen- 
tials: 
' 


Colds frequently result where there is 
a deformed or disea&ed nose or tonsils or 
where there are adenoids. 
Frequently 
the germs get a bettér or easier hold 
there thari in the case of people with 
good noses and throats. 


Living and sleeping in the fresh air 
increases one's résistance against colds*. 
Taking a cold jsponge bath about 
the 
neck, arms ' and shoulders éach morning 
also helps immensely; 


Constipation is very frequently an in- 
direct cause -of colds and should be 
strenuously guarded agairist. Over eat- 
ing, over heating, especially dry steam 
or stove heat in winter, and under exer- 
cising are poterit causes of colds. 


Last of all, one sV^W avoid close as- 
sociatiori with other people having colds, 
coughs, or "grippe," or those who cough 
arid srieézé without holding a handker- 
chief before.their face. 
Keep a gooid 
bunch of fresh air between yourself and 
the cold victim and you will be much 
safer.

INFECTION 


Big firms throughout the country are 
finding out that by adopting a policy 
of medical supervision they are stopping 


^eat leaâ~ in efficiency at'small ex- 
p^nse. By inslructirig their Employes in 
first aid rules in ease-of accident or sick- 
ness, much serious Ulness and many un- 
comfortable,' disablirig àÀcidénts are pre- 
vented. 


Orie of the greatest dangers is from 
icfection aifter an accident^ vrhich haa 
cut or broken the skin. As a preventive 
measure the staff physician of one great 
establishment has issued the following 
Avarnfng to the émployes. 


"I^ not wash a fresh wound with 
soap and water or with any antiseptic, 
especially peroxide of hydrogen. 
This 
washing of a wound usually rubs the 
dirt aiâ germs deeper into the tissues 
and increases the danger of infection. 
Hydrogen peroxide, by its foaming, ex- 
pansive power, likewise carries dirt de^- 
er into ithe wound without killing the 
germs of infection. 
Tincture of iodine 
is" thé best emergency antbeptic." 


In thé establishmerit with which the 
physician is connected every division has 
a cabinet containing first aid remedies 
and the employes are instructed in the 
use of them. 


Care is taken to see that there are no 
loose ends of tin lining of bins and boxes 
left sticking out for infection is very 
likely to follow cuts from such causes. 
Care also is taken to see that the danger 
of cuts from wire, pins and nails is 
avoided. 


The general health of the employes 
in many concerns is watched and where 
it is found that a worker is growing pale, 
thinner and listless he or she is trans- 
ferred to a position where they can get 
more sunlight and fresh air. As a i ^ e 
improvement in efficiency is shown in a 
v<Ty short time.

Is this to become a toothless race? 
Some scientists declare that it is 
for the reason that the people are in- 
clined to a diet of soft foods and 
that the teeth are not given their 
proper exercise. 


They point to the fact that savages 
of the past and those extant today 
have beautifully formed teeth and 
never süffer from decaying teeth for 
tlíé reason that they eat uncooked 
or dried meats and thus give their 
téeth a chance. 


IB this connection it is argued that 
the dental arch is becoming smaller, 
thiSt the number of teeth is becoming 
íéSs and that eventually all will ap- 
peiar éither as old men and wómen 
who have lost their teeth or among 
the young as people, Svho like babies 
have hot déveloped teéth as yet. 


"Those in favor of the meat diet 
cite Colonel Roosevelt as a man 
who has perfect teeth througn nis 
use of meats that are none too ten- 
der and point to the fact that the 
famous "Dee-lighted" smile will pass 
forever if more attention is not paid 
to the proper development of the 
teeth. 


On the other hand the vegetarians 
argue that meat is having a degen- 
erating influence on the race, and 
that it will cause a mental decay 
UittleBS tt Is eschewed from the bill 
of fares. 
' The question has received much 


discussion in the capital of the Unit- 
ed States, 
but 
neither 
side has 
scored a decisive point. 


Scientists are divided on the sub- 
ject. 
Some say that within a few 
generations this will become a tooth- 
less race—that the people will have 
to subsist on mush and milk and soft 
substance. 
Others 
declare 
the 
theory unfounded and say that teeth 
never wHi disappear from the hu- 
man mouth. 
- 


Dentists and scientits have both 
taken sides on the subject a;nd Wash- 
ington is the hot-bed of the disous- 
sioh. 


The argument defending the sup- 
posed toothless 
age 
is in brief: 
People are not exercising their tèeth 
as they did in formet years. They 
eat toó many soft substances, in- 
cluding 
vegetables 
and too well- 
done steaks. 
The food is so well 
cooked, in fact, that 
théy hardly 
have to chew it and the téeth, iio? 
given the ^xercise they require, are 
suffering a gradual atrophy or re- 
duction in size that meáñs their 
eventual 
disappearance. 
In this 
connection it is argued that savages 
who live on raw or jerked meats 
have beautiful large tseth; They 
havé better digestion and are free 
from ailments-of-the stomach. 


This raw meat leaves no deposit 
on/the teeth that may form harm- 
ful tartrates ahd decay is something 


that is unknown among savage 
races. 
Toothbrushes are unkndwa 
and unneede4 among them—a sharp 
stick of wood being used to shine the 
teeth and performing its function re-^ 
markably well. 
THE OTUEB 
SIDE. 


Those holding the opposite theory 
argue that the teeth are an essential 
part of anatomical 
development. 
They are a part of the exo-skeleton 
or equipment developed from the 
outer layer of cells in the formation 
of the human body. It is as reason- 
ably to suppose, therefore, that the 
teeth would fall to develop as to im- 
agine that man might be born with- 
out a heart or brain. The teeth, they 
argue, are essential from tne view- 
point of anatomical development and 
always will be an essential of the 
human. They concede that the con-^ 
sumption of well-cboked foods will 
cause decay in the teeth, but claim 
that this decay is natural and that 
it never will have an essential in- 
fluence that might mean the passing 
of the human teeth and a toothless 
age where all men and women: on 
this coniinent might become what 
Theodore" Hoosevelt' 
would 
term 
"milk, sops.«' 
' I

Paul Troiibetsky, artist, sculptor, 
student and aristocrat, who claims 
New York as his home, has taken 
the opposite view and has warned 
the United States that if it doesn't 
quit eating meat it will become a de- 
generate race. 


Dr. Hardlicka opened the battle. 
In an address before a medical sò- 
ciety here in Washington he prophe- 
sied the advent of the toothless ra<^e. 
Civilized mani deprived of the tough 
meat that in primal times gave otan's 
teeth and jaws a great deal of exer- 
cise and Btimulated 
the digestive 
forces to the maximtim, now subsists 
mostly on vegetables and is slowly 
but certainly becoming- toothless. 
Only a few more generations^ said 
Dr. Hardlicka; and not only Amer- 
icans but the proud human race will 
be reduced < to a toothless age and 
will have to sUbsiiit solely on a dièi 
of soft food. - '

People of today seldom de- 
velop a perfect set br third mblára 
and if they do the teeth are ithma- 
ture, never reach fill I deveîopmént 
or an age of li'sefulhess and gradu- 
ally decay. In this connection it ap- 
pears that thé human jaw is becom- 
ing smaller. Where in ancient pe- 
riods man useâf each of his teeth In 
tearing to bits the jerked and 
toiigh meat that formed his diet, with 
the present soft foods he employs 
only his ihcisoi- and canine teèth and 
very seldom his molars and pre- 
molars.

SILVER FOX FARMING IN EASTERN NORTH AMERICA 


Furs Are the Most Useful and Valuable of the Several Products Derived From Wild Ammals—^Indispensable to Primitive Mim, They Are Scarcely Less Important to the 
Civilized, For in Warmth, Beauty and Durability No Manufactured Fabrics Equal Them^—^As the Result of Increase of Population and of Encroachments Upon the 
Breeding Grounds of the Fur Bearers the Supply of Furs Has Steadily Diminished and Prices Hiave Correspondingly Advanced—Many of the More Valuable Animals 
Are Now So Scarce That the Demand for Their Pelts is Met By the Substitution of Inferior Products^Amonigr the Most Important of the Fur Bearers of North 
America is the Silver Fox.

The natura' production of 
flrst-clasa 
furs seems to be approaching a sure 
end, and the growing and world-wide 
demand for them requires that 
the 
present supply be supplemented with 
ttock obtained through domestication. 
Experience 
has 
demonstrated 
that 
•ome of the fur bearers may be raised 
without much difficulty. This is likely 
to lead to the establishment of fur 
farming on a small scale as an addi- 
tional source of income on farms in 
many 
places 
along 
our 
northern 
border, much as poultry is now raised. 
When properly conducted, fur farm- 
ing may become very profitable. 
It 
will pay not only in direct returns to 
the producer but, indirectly, the na- 
tural and legitimate desire for furs can 
be gratified, the extirpation of 
the 
most valuable and interesting of our 
fur bearers can be prevented, and an 
extensive department of manufacture 
and trade supporting a large popula- 
tion can be continued. 


Success in domesticating wild ani- 
mals. as in other branches of hus- 
bandry, depends on experience, adapt- 
ability, and prudence. 
No one should 
engage in the business unless he en- 
joys it and Is familiar with the habits, 
characteristics, and climatic require- 
ments of the animals he Intends to 
propagate. 
The choice of location Is of 
prime importance. 
The best furs come 
from cool, moderately humid regions. 
If a locality furnishes native furs of 
high grade, that locality is favorable 
to the domestication of fur bearers. 
The climate of the Middle and South- 
em States is not well suited to this 
Industry, as shown by the medium or 


low prices commanded , by furs from 
these areas. 
The ratio of expense to 
income must be considered with care. 
One can not pay the exorbitant prices 
animals for stocking purposes some- 
times bring and expect to raise fur at a 
profit. Neither can one expect to raise 
furs of a fine quality from inferior 
stock. 
But given a normal market for 
breeding-stock and pelts, a favorable 
location, a love for animals, and an 
ordinary degree of prudence, one may 
engage in black or silver fox farming 
with 
a 
good 
prospect 
of 
satis- 
factory returns, provided, of course, a 
high 
price 
for 
pelts 
is 
sustained. 
Values of animals and pelts were very 
high a few years ago, when the Indus- 
try was being launched, but are now 
on a much lower ba^is. 
Persons who 
contemplate going actively into 
the 
business or investing their money in 
corporations or companies organized 
for fox farming should thoroughly in- 
vestigate it in all its phases. 


The name "silver fox" as commonly 
used by furriers. Includes the 
dark 
phases of the ordinary red fox, var- 
iously called silver, silver gray, silver 
black, or black. 
It should not be con- 
fused with the gray, or tree, fox of the 
United States, the fur of which is of 
comparatively little value. 
The color 
of the red fox of the 
Northeastern

States and of its allies of the colder 
parts of North America varies from 
red to black, and these extremes, with 
their' gradations, form four more or 
less distinct 
phases, known 
respec- 
tively a« red, cross (or patch), silver, 
and blackl 


The color of silver foxes varies from 
grizzly to pure black, except for a few 
white-tipped hairs on the back and 
rump. 
In the black phase, th© white 
is absent from all parts except the tip 
of the tall, which is white in all four 
phases. 
The red phase is much more 
abundant than the others, but all four 
interbreed freely, and wherever one 
occurs 
occasional 
examples 
of 
the 


others may be expected. 
In general 
the cross fox is fairly common, th© 
silver gray scarce, and the pure black 
very rare. 


The market value of skins of the 
different phases depends upon the rela- 
tive scarcity of the animals. The price 
paid for black skins, however, 
has 
recently fallen considerably below that 
of silvers, for the reason that furriers 
now dye ordinary re;J fox skins a lus- 
trous black, and put them on the mar- 
ket at a comparatively low figure. 


Domestication of the fox was 
first 
achieved in 1894 by Robert T. Oulton 
and Charles Dalton on Prince Edward 
Island, a Canadian Province in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence. 
Silver fox pelts 
have continuously commanded 
high 
prices, and hunters have been corre- 
spondingly keen to secure them. 
It is 
not strange, therefore, that -the first

successful breeders of this rare animal 
were men who had pursued it in the 
chase. The two mentioned had hunted 
foxes 
together 
and 
had 
frequently 
bought and sold fox pelts of 
their 
neighbors. 
Oulton 
was once 
lucky 
enough to shoot a silver fox the skin 
of which netted $13«. 
Becoming im- 
pressed with the possibility of domes- 
ticating 
such 
valuable 
fur 
bearers, 
Oulton and Dalton separately experi- 
mented in building fox-proof fences 
and. in feeding and, breding the ani- 
mals. 
After several years' work on 
these problems they formed a partner- 
ship in 1894, built a ranch, and stocked 
It with two pairs oi silver foxes. 
This 
became the first profitable fox ranch, 
the forerunner of a remarkable and, 
for that region, a revolutionizing In- 
dustry. 


At that time black pelts 
brought 
\nuch higher prices than silver pelts. 
This prompted Oulton & Dalton to re-

tain their darker animals and dispose 
of the lighter ones, and as a result 
each successive lot of pelts from their 
yards was darker than those of prev- 
ious years. 
Finally, In 1910, they were 
able to send to the Liondon sales the 
finest collection of silver fox pelts that 
had ever appeared there 


Disclosure of the results of the 1910 
sales was the climax of the first stage 
In the development of fox farming. 
People who formerly had known some- 
thing of the business were now eager 
to engage in It. 
Those having mon«y 
Invested it In foxes. Others mortgaged 
their farms for the purpose or flUed 
up ranching facilities 
and 
boarded 
foxes for a share of the progeny. How 
rapidly prices for breeding stock ad- 
vanced is well illustrated by th® exper- 
ience of one ranchman who «old his 
first pair of cubs for $760, and other 
pairs successively for 13,000, $12,000, 
$13,000, and $14,000. 
In the fall of 
1913 good ranch-bred cubs 6 months 
old sold for from $11,000 to $15,000 a ! 
pair. 
Pairs that had had large Utters 


were valued at about %wiee as much 
as S-months-old cubs. 


In the pioneer days, wheii proper 
methods of handUng foxes were un- 
known, many failure's resulted from 
Ignorance and carelessness. 
The ex- 
citement following the fur sales of 
1910 hastened the. improvement 
of 
methods 
of 
feeding, handling, 
and 
breeding. 
It also broke the monop- 
oly, and caused a rapid distribution of 
foxes and of information concerning 
them. 
Now, with a 
comparatively 
large number of silver foxes in do- 
mestication, 
with 
a 
clearer 
under- 
standing of their BUccessiTul manage- 
ment. and with a return of moderate 
prices for breeders, a steady; healthy, 
and general development of silver fox 
fanning may be expected. - Fox ranch- 
es are established in most of the Can- 
adian provinces and in Maine, New 
Hampshire, . Massachusetts, 
N e w 
Tork, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Minnesota, .Mliispuri, Ore- 
gon, Washington and Alaaka.

The natural habitat of red, croas, 
and silver foxes. Includes the greater 
part of North America, from central 
United States northward to and in- 
cluding the border of the treeless tun- 
dras. 
The red phase inhabits nearly 
all this region, but the sliver phase, 
althoujrh known from most parts of 
it, is very irregularly distributed. 


While pelts of ail fur-bearing ani- 
mals are more valuable 
when 
pro- 
duced in northern localities, furriers 
have learned that 
certain 
localities 
are not too far couth to produce val- 
uable furs, but the conclueions they 
are able to form are of only very gen- 
eral application. ' To determine the re- 
gions suitable for fox farming, there- 
fore, it is necessarj' to learn the areas 
within which foxes are known to pro- 
duce superior fur. r Records show that 
such localities occur only north 
of 
the southern boundary of the Canad- 
ian zone. 
This boundary crosses the 
States of 
Maine, . New 
Hampshire, 
Vermont, Michigan, Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota, and North Dakota, and ex- 


tends southward along the mountains 
In New York, Pennsylvania, West Vlr. 
ginla. and In all the states of the 
Rocky Mountain region and westward. 
South of the forested regions of the 
northern tier of States and western 
Oregon, however, the Canadian zone, 
although sufflciently cold. Is too dry 
and sunny for the production of first- 
class fur. 


A 
fox 
ranch 
should be situated 
where it will have good drainage and 
be 
partially 
shaded 
by 
a 
young 
growth of deciduous trees. 
Each pair 
of foxes should have ' a runway of 
about 2,500 square fe^t. 
They thrive 
on a varied diet, including meat, fish, 
bread, mash, milk, and table scraps; 
The reproductive period is about ten 
years. 
The young are bom in April 
or May, the average litter containing 
four cubs; but as only about half of 
the captive females produce young in 
any given year, the annual increase 
has not averaged above 100 per cent. 


Foxes bear captivity well. No wide- 
spread disease has appeared 
among 
them. 
Wounds 
heal 
readily, 
and 
cases of sickness are usually attribu- 
table to a lack of proper care.

selective breeding the originators of 
fox culture produced a superoir strain 
of animals in the course 
of a 
few 
years. 
This fact Is an assurance that 
even greater improvements can 
be 


achieved by selecting, from different 
geographic races, foxes of the largest 
size and crossing them with animals 
having the finest fur. 


The exceedingly high value of sil- 
ver foxes has led to the adoption of a 
variety of precautions against their 
loss; 
On the more pretentious ranch- 
es thé animals are regularly examined 
by a doctor and guarded by watoh- 
men, bulldogs, and burglar 
alarms. 
Cats are kept to act as foster mothers 
to 
orphan 
cubs. 
Foxhounds 
are 
trained to overtake and hold without 
lnjur>' foxes that have escaped, and 
bloodhounds are employed to traek 
thieves. 


The cost of yards runs from $10« 
to $150 each, and that of foxes from 
$150 to $260 for common silver foxes 
up to several thousand dollars for the 
best silvers. 
The price of foxes will 
decline as the supply increases. 
The 
profits from breeding silver foxes have, 
thus far been verj- large. 
So long as 
the demand for 
breeding-stock 
ex- 
ceeds the supply, the value of the an- 
nual increase, or the gross income, 
will average approximately 100 per 
cent of 
the value of the 
breeding 
stock. When part of the Increase can 
be disposed of only by slaughtering 
for fur, profits will be less than 
at 
present, but even then they are likely 
to be much greater than from ordinary 
lines of husbandry involving like 
ital and attention.

THE GREAT ECONOMIC IMPORTANCE OF SEA GULLS 


Gulls Are Represented in the United States by Twenty-two Species or Sub-species, and Are Important From 
Several Points of View. Belonging to Order of Long-Winged Swimmers, They Are Strong of Wing, and 
Nearly All Are Coast-Loving Forms—They Spend Comparatively Little of Their Time in Fresh Water, 
But Some Are True Inland Birds, Frequenting Prairie Marshes and Inland Lakesu 


Flocks of grulls resting lightly on the 
waters of our harbors or following the 
wake of water craft, are a familiar 
Eight, but not every observer of the 
prraceful motions of the birds is aware 
of the fact that gulls arc the original 
"white 
wings." 
As sea 
scavengers 
the3- welcome as food dead fish, gar- 
bage, and offal of various sorts, and

their services In cleaning up 
such 
material are not to be regarded light- 
ly. 
It will .surprise many to 
learn 
that certain gulls render important in- 
land service, especially to agriculture. 
During an outbreak of field mice In 
Nevada in 1907-08, hundreds jof gulls 
assembled at the devastated fields and 
fed entirely on mice, thus 
lending 
the farmers material aid in their war-

fare against these rodent pests. 
In 
Salt Lake City there stands a monu- 
ment surmounted by a bronze 
figure 
of two gulls which was erected by 
the people of that city "in grateful re- 
membrance" of the great service ren- 
dered by these birds at a critical time 
In the history of the copimunity. For 
three consecutive yettf^—1848 to 1850 
—black crickets by millions caused 
ruin of the crop» upon which 
de- 
pended the very lives of the settlers. 
Large flocks of California gulls came 
to the rescue and devoured vast num- 
bers of the destructive Insects, until 
the fields were entirely freed from 
them. 
It is no wonder that the sen- 
timent of the people of Utah as re- 
flected through their laws, affords the 
gulls the fullest protection. 


In 1903 President Roosevelt lssue4 
an 
executive order making 
Pelican 
Island, Florida, a bird reservation— 
the 
first 
established 
in the 
United 
States. 
Today there are 68 bird res- 
ervations, varying in size from a few 
acres to many hundred square miles. 
Some 27 of thesa, situated on the sea- 
coast or on 
Islands 
In 
the 
Great 
Lâkes, are resorted to by gulls dar- 
ing the nesting season, and here these 
birds find safety from human moles- 
tation, while local wardens have en- 
deavored to reduce their wild enemies 
to a minimum. 


Fully as important for the protec- 
tion and increase of gulls has been the 
enactment of state laws prohibiting 
their killing at any time of the year, 
and of laws prohibiting the sale of 
their plumage. 
A few years ago the 
public awoke to the barbarity of the 
slaughter of these birds for millinery 
uses, and in 1885 New Jersey enacted

the first effective state law prohibit- 
ing the killing of gulls. 
This example 
has been followed by other states, un- 
til now there are 40 states which pro- 
tect gulls all the year. 
I^uislana pro- 
tects them during the breeding sea- 
son, while five states offer them no 
protection at any time of the year.

THREE AIDS TO 


BIG EGG-YIELD 


The pouitryman who wishes to have 
a profitable, laying flock for the win- 
ter season must do three things. 


First, he must make his 
poultry 
house ready for the laying flock. This 
means that he must make it perfectly 
weather tight, repairing, roof and win- 
dows if need be: that he must clean it 
thoroughly and either whitewash It or 
spray it with kerosene and aenoleum 
or kreso; that he must 
thoroughly 
renovate roosts. and nests; that 
he 
must refill the loft with clean straw; 
provide new sand and litter, hoppers 
for dry mash, for grit, shells, 
and 
charcoal, a table or shelf for pans or 
crocks for water and 
milk, and 
a 
checse box of road dust or hard coal 
ashes. 


He must determine the capacity of 
his house in order that the laying flock 
may not be crowded. 
Each laying hen 
needs at least four square feet of floor 
space. 
If an enclosed scratching shed 
Is included, this may be considered In. 
making calculations of the amount of' 
floor space. 
If a considerable number 
of old fowls Is to be kept over, it will 
be worth while to divide the poultry 
house proportionally between old and 
young. 


He must gather in all the young 
chickens from brooder houses, coops, 
boxes, trses, and bushes, for a thor- 
ough culling of the 
flock. 
He must 
give pullets, hatched in April and May, 
a chance to make good. They will lay 
in November and December if prop- 
erly housed and fed. • He must dispose 
of all old stock, except birds; desired 
as breeders; 
also .old 
roosters 
and' 
cockerels, excepting those heeded as 
breeders or, for family consumption. 
Colony houses may be utilized 
for 
cockerels and surplus stock until they 
can be profitably marketed. — N. B. 
Chapman.

Young turkeys are not any harder 
to raise than chickens, if one is care- 
ful never to Inbreed, and keep them 
free from lice and mites. 


I set all the eggs under 
chicken 
hens so as to keep my turkeys lay- 
ing. When the eggs pipped I put them 
in the incubator, which was set with 
chicken eggs. 
Every egg that pipped 
hatched and they did not harm the 
other eggs in the least. 


It wasn't an unusual thing to have 
every 
egg of a setting hatch, 
and 
never more 
than 
one that 
didn't 
hatch. 


I never let the young turkeys run 
I with the turkey hen because she takes 
¿them too far from home, and it is 
easier to keep them free from lice 
when they are raised, by hand. 


I do not feed the poults for twenty- 
four hours after hatching. 
Then 
I 
don't have any trouble teaching them 
to 
eat. 
Soak 
breM 
in 
milk 
and 
jsqueece it dry for them for two or 
[three 
days, then feed 
fine 
cracked 
com mixed with clabber cheese. 
. I never feed bla.ck pepper, as so 
many do, nor very .many hard-boiled 
eggs; and I raise more turki^ys than 
those who do, in this neighborhood. 


Then let them have as much free- 
dom as possible, for they like to pick 
bugs and tender- grass. 
IlT they are 
kept at night in a house that 
has 
roosts, they will soon fly on them and 
do better than if left on the ground. 
It is ' necessary- to- keep these coops 
or roosting > places clean and' disin- 
fected, for lice and mites are sure 
death to young turkeys. 


Coarse sand should be provided for 
them, also plenty of shade, and ashes 
for thflr di(st bisth. 


, In preparing turkeys for ' market 
they should iiot: be fed too. liberally 
during 'the first few days, but after 
they hayo.become tued to confinement 
should be riyeh all they can eat up 
clean. 
• 


Brome Ihirkeys, m Favorite Breed. 


Only the very early hatched birds 
will be .large enough for. the, earliest 
Holiday market, and selections for this 
market must be very carefully made.

feeding 
troughs ' should 
be 
placed on the outside of thè pen so 


that they can be easily cleaned and 
fllîed without continually entering the 
pen. This work should be done quiet- 
ly 
and at regular intervals. 
The 
troughs should be kept scrupulously 
cleaned. 
No.thlng is better than gal- 
V8,nlsed iron for this purpose, as they 
csin be scalded, and In this way made 
perfectly .sweet 
and 
clean. Wooden 
troughs absorb a greait deal of moist- 
ure, and it Is almost Impossible to 
keep them as clean as they should be. 


It requires fron» three to four weeks 
to put young turkeys In fine condition. 
They should be pushed from the start 
because a turkey, like a hog. Is a los- 
ing proposition after it has attained lU 
full growth. Tbe birds should be mar- 
keted Just as soon as they begin to 
slacken up in gain, because bevond 
certain p ^ n t In weight, they cannoC 
be pushed.

A WORD WITH YOU, DADDY! 
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Mr. Daley's Resignation, 


'Announcement that Frank C. Dailey has tendered his resigna- 


tion as United States district attorney for the district of Indiana to 
enter npon the private practice of law at Indianapolis, came as a tre- 
mendous surprise. It will be a matter of much regret, as well, and 
yet an analysis of the case will undoubtedly show that Mr. Dailey is, 
from his own standpoint, taking the wise course. He explains that 
opportunity now open to him is so unusual that he simply cannot 
afford to reject it in order to continue in his present public position. 


The Blnffton man ia a good lawyer. That fact had been demon- 


itnted before he WM called from Wells county to be the prosecuting 
attorney for the government in cases involving the infraction of the 
federal laws in Indiana. The place is an important one and is much 
•ought after by attorneys ambitious to enter the federal service or 
seeking a stepping stone to something higher. Mr. Dailey, from the 
moment of his appointment somewhat more than two years ago, has, 
ia the parlance of the day,'' made good " in the place. He soared into 
particular public eminence by his successful prosecution of the scores 
of Terre Hante election crooks that landed many of them in the fed- 
eral penitentiary «t Port Learenworth, and his conduct of the office 
has been admirable throughout. 


Then came the lure of further political honors. Mr. Dailey's 


name came to be frequently mentioned aa a most likely possibility for 
the democratic nomination for governor of Indiana, but throughout 
it all Mr. Dailey kept botn bis head and his counsel. Ho has now 
stated that he has not only tendered his resignation an district 
attorney, but that he will not be a candidate for governor. Mr. 
Dailey haa the perception to discern that political honors are at best 
but evanescent and usually unsatisfactory. 
They almost invariably 


turn to ashes, and Mr. Dailey is not unreasonable in desiring a more 
substantial groundwork for his own future than that. The govern- 
ment will lose a most capable official when he retires, hut Mr. Dailey 
is displaying sound judgment in the course he ha* chosen for himself.

breeding an.l protection of young thor- 
oughbreds, thr Jockey club at its recent 
meeting amended the rules of racing so 
that no two-year-olds shall bo raced be- 
fore the first of April beginning with the

breeder, propofcd this change over a year 
Ago and Its announcement then brought 
forth a storm of protest from associa- 
tions which conduct winter race meet- 
ings.

he was charged with unethical conduct 
and found guilty.

Alcohol's Effect Upon Physical and 


Mental Efficiency 


The effect of the consumption of alco- 


holic beverages upon physical and men- 
tal efficiency has been absolutely deter- 
mined by numerous experiments in Eur- 
ope and America. Indeed, the Heidelberg 
experiments were the foundation for. the 
anti-saloon 
movement in Europe, and 


widening acquaintance with the scien- 
tifically-determined facts has influenced 
the attitude of the railroads and indus- 
trial corporations in America, and, in- 
deed, may properly be said to have af- 
ftcted the progress of the temperance 
movement. 


Some of the most famous of the* Eur- 


opean experiments are given below. 


Wnlking—In Germany a walking con- 


test was conducted over * course of 62 
miles. 
Eighty-one 
men entered the 


contest, of whom, only 24 were abstain- 
ers, but the first four men who crossed 
th« line wete abstainers. Of the ten 
prize-trinners six were teetotalers and 
two had been abstaining for some time 
while in training. More than half of 
the non-abstainers felt out by the way, 
but only two of the 24 abstainers. 


Endurance—During a campaign 
the 


late Field Marshall 
Wolseley tested 


the effect of alcohol upon endurance. To 
some of the troops alcohol was given, 
to others none. The abstaining troops 
showed 
decidedly 
better 
endurance, 


better marching powers, were fresher 
and more alert. 


Mountain Climbing—Professor Durig. 


a famous mountain-climber, conducted 
experiments upon himself, climbing in 
each eas« 8,000 feet to the top of Mt. 
Bilkencrat in the Alps. He recorded the 
height climbed, his personal weight anJ 
that of hi* pack, and carried instruments 
to measure exactly the bodily energy put 
forth, the amount of muscle work done, 
and tke length of time required. On 
certain days he took 
alcoholic drink 


equivalent to two glasses of beer, and 
'found 
that, while his 
instruments 


stowed that he expended 15% more <*n- 
eigy than on the days of abstinence, he 
took 21.7 % longer to reach the top of 
the mountain. 


Marksmanship—In Sweden three cor- 


porals and three privates were used in a 
test to determine the effect of alooliol 
upon precision. During the days of the 
first test the men were entirclv abstain- 


irg, while during the second series of 
tests they were allowed two-thirds of a 
wine-glass of brandy a short time be- 
fore the firing and a» equal amount of 
alcohol in punch oa the evening before, 
lu the quick-firing tests, an the alcohol 
days, they hit the target on the average 
only three times out of 30 shots, but 
oji the abstinent days tlic average was 
lilj and 2G hits. 
The men were found 


to be similarly affected by alcohol dur- 
ing tests for endurance of sustained fir- 
ing. 


Typesetting and Typewriting—Four 


typesetters in a printing office iu Heidel- 
berg, (iermany, were tested in their work 
to find out if alcohol helped or hindered 
them. The trials were carried on for an 
hour a day for four successive days-The 
first and third days no alcohol was tak- 
en; on the second and fourth days the 
work was (lone after drinking about 
three-quarters of a tumbler of <>reek 
wine (US per cout. alcohol). 


Alcohol used in these 
amounts to 


which the men were accustomed decreas- 
ed the amount of work done about !> 
per cent, on the average. This means 
that if the same loss held for a whole 
City's work, if a man were capablo of 
earning SI5.00 a week when not drink- 
ing, lie would earn only $13.05 if hi 
1 


drank as nitirh alcohol daily as would 
be contained in a quart of beer. 


Tliis typesetting test showed that the 


amount of skilled work done was dimin- 
ished by alcohol. In a test bv typewriting 
it was found that alcohol increased the 
number of errors from 14 to 31 per cent.. 
although fatigue ' only 
increased the 


average of errors by 2 per cent. 


Memory and 
Scholarship— Professor 


Vopt, of the University of C'hristiania, 
made tests upon himself to determine 
the effects of alcohol upon memory. lie 
<ij>ily committed to memory twenty-five 
lines of Greek poetry and recorded the 
number of minutes required to learn 
the. 
On the days when lie took as mu'-li 


alcohol as one would get in from one 
ami one-half to three classes of beer, it 
took him on the average IS per cent, 
longer to learn the lines than when no 
alcohol was t:ikcn. 
Sir months later, 


wlwii he reviewed and rclearned the 
si.me lines, he found that the lines lenrn 
eii on the alcohol days required more 
time for relearnitig.

;crms as yet to muke a serum treatment 
or colds or enough to make a very sat- 
sfactory vaccine to prevent, them. 


We do know, certain other definite 


:acts of considerable practical value in 
>rcveuting colds. Here are the cssen- 
als: 
Colds frequently result where there is 


a deformed or diseased nose or tonsils or 
vlierc there are adenoids. 
Frcijuently 


.he germs get a better or easier hold 
here than in the case of people with 
;ood noses and throats. 
Living and sleeping in the fresh air 


ncroases one's resistance against colds. 
Taking a cold sponge batlt about 
the 


leek, arms and shoulders each morning 
also helps immensely. 


Constipation 13 very frequently an in- 


liroct cause of colds and should be 
strenuously guarded against. Over eat- 
ng. over heating, especially dry steam 
or stove heat in winter, and under exer- 
cising arc potent causes of colds. 
• • * 


Last of all, one should avoid close as- 


sociation with other people having colds, 
:oughs, or""grippe," or those who cough 
and sneeze without holding a handker- 
chief before their face. 
Keep a good 


bunch of fresh air between yourself and 
he cold victim and you will be much 
safer. 
• • * 


INFECTION 


Big firms throughout the country arc 


finding out that by adopting a policy 
of medical supervision they arc stopping 


gieat leaks in efficiency at small cx- 
p< nsc. By instructing their employes in 
first aid rules in case of accident or sick- 
ness, much serious illness and many un- 
comfortable, disabling accidents are pre- 
vented. 


One of the greatest dangers is from 


infection after an accident which has 
cut or broken the skin. As a preventive 
measure the staff physician of one great 
establishment has issued the following 
warning to the employes. 


"Do not wash a fresh wound with 


soap and water or with any antiseptic, 
especially peroxide of hydrogen. 
This 


washing of a wound usually rubs tho 
dirt and germs deeper into the tissues 
and increases the danger of infection. 
Hydrogen peroxide, by its foaming, ex- 
pansive power, likewise carries dirt deep- 
er into the wound without killing the 
germs of infection. 
Tincture of iodine- 


is the best emergency antiseptic." 


In the v establishment with which the 


physician is connected every division has 
a cabinet containing first aid remedies 
and the employes are instructed in the 
use of them. 


Care is taken to see that there are no 


loose ends of tin lining of bins and boxes 
left sticking out for infection is very 
likely to follow cuts from such causes. 
Care also is taken to see that the danger 
of cuts from wire, pins and nails is 
avoided^ 


The general health of the employes 


in many concerns is watched and where 
it is found that a worker is growing pale, 
thinner and listl-ess he or she is trans- 
ferred to a position where they can get 
more sunlight and fresh air. As a rule 
improvement in efficiency ig shown in a 
v«y short time. * * •

LINCOLN'S AX 


In Montgomery City, Missouri, lives a 


•woman, eighty-six years old, who owns 
the ax with which Abraham Lincoln 
once split rails. Slie. is reported as say- 
ing: 


'Abraham Lincoln and my Uncle Wil- 


liam lived-on adjoining farms In Indiana 
for a while. Lincoln was eighteen years 
eld tall and slender, a handy man with 
his ax. Uncle William employed him to 
help make the rails with which to fence 
his, farm, and furnished two axes, one 
foi his own lisa, and one for Lincoln's 
use. When the civil war broke out, my 
husband and I visited Uncle William. 
About that time there was much doubt, 
especially here in Missouri, whether or 
not Lincoln ever had been a rail-splitter. 
My husband and Uncle William discussed 
the matter, and Uncle William showed 
us the ax with which Lincoln had work- 
ed. He declared that Lincoln could look 
at a tree, and tell' you whether it would 
split easily. 
'When he set his iron 


wedge,' said my uncle, 'you could wager 
that it would stay there until the log 
opened. He could beat me all to pieces 
working up a tree. He worked hard and 
had little to say!1" 


During the time that Lincoln was pres- 


ident, an ox-team was offered for the ax. 
The offer was refused. Now it is a relic 
so prized that its welglit in gold would 
not buy it. Jt means a groat deal today 
to have the nx that Abraham Lincoln 
(swung when ha was a rail-splitter long 
ago. 


But what \vas its value at that time? 


Who would have imagined that the long, 
awkward, silent youth of eighteen would 
be a world-hero some day 1 Who could 
foresee that this ax would stand as a 
syinlml of the. beginnings of a great pres- 
ident's career? For that is the vuluc 


of the thing—the association of Lincoln's 
daily work and Lincoln's early charac- 
tei with this homely pioneer tool. 


Lincoln put his conscience and 
his 


strength into every task, from rail-split- 
ting to statesmanship. If he had-been a 
shirker as an ax wicldcr, he never, would 
have become a prince among men. The 
eld ax is as much an emblem of his per- 
sonality as tlic pen with which he signed 
thfc Emancipation Proclamation. Ho ex- 
pressed his real character through both. 
"Whatsoever thy hand flndeth to do, do 
it with thy might," said Solomon, the 
wise, and Lincoln carried out this 
thought all along his life path, from 
th'e log cabin to the white house. 


If the tool with which each one of us 


is'working today—nx or needle, spade or 
typewriter—should be taken as a symbol 
ol our character, what sort of emblem 
would it be? Would it fit into this pic- 
ture of noble achievement and high char- 
acter, or would it symbolize nothing 
but drudging work, despised and slighted 
i:i the doing? 


The Bible seta as a motto for the true 


Christian, the true and faithful worker 
for the world, the words, "In diligence 
not slothful; fervent in spirit; serving 
the Lord." This verse of scripture might, 
be cut on the handle of Lincoln's old 
ax, and everyone would say at once that 
it'fitted exactly into tha story of his life, 
from boyhood 
to 
manhood. 
Suppose 


those words were inscribed instead upon 
the tools with which each reader is work- 
ing today—would they (it, or would they 
seem like mockery? 


Yet this verse is meant for everyone. 


All daily work should b« done as to tho 
Lord. The standard is srt for every dia- 
eiple, and I4nco!n'n historic «x only em- 
phiisiirrs the spirit which should dwell 
everywhere

Is this to become a toothless race? 
Some scientists declare that it is 


for the reason that the people are in- 
clined to a diet of sott foods and 
that the teeth are not given their 
proper exercise. 


They point to the fact that savages 


of the past and those extant today 
have beautifuliy formed teeth and 
never suffer from decaying teeth for 
the reason that they eat uncooked 
or dried meats and thus give their 
teeth a chance. 


In this connection it is argued that 


the dental arch is becoming smaller, 
that the number of teeth is becoming 
less and that eventually all will ap- 
pear either as old men and women 
who have lost their teeth or among 
the young as people, who like babies 
have not developed teeth as yet. 


Those in favor of the meat diet ' 


• cite Colonel Roosevelt as 
a. man 


who has perfect teeth through his 
use of meats that are none too ten- 
der and point to the fact that the 
famous "Dee-lighted" smile will pass 
forever if more attention is not paid 
to the proper development of the 
teeth. 
On the other hand the vegetarians 


argue that meat is having a degen- 
erating influence on the race, and 
that it will cause a mental decay 
unless it is eschewed from the bill 
of fares. 
The question has received much 


discussion in the capital of the Unit- 
ed States, but 
neither 
side has 


scored a decisive point. 


Scientists are divided on the sub- 


ject. 
Some say that within a few 


generations this will become a tooth- 
less race—that the people will have 
to subsist on mush and milk and soft 
substance. 
Others 
declare 
the 


theory unfounded and say that teeth 
never will disappear from the hu- 
man mouth. 


Dentists and scientlts hare both 


taken sides on the subject and Wash- 
ington is the hot-bed of the discus- 
sion. 


The argument defending the sup- 


posed toothless age is in brief: 
People are not exercising their teoth 
as they did in former years. They 
eat too many soft substances, in- 
cluding vegetables 
and too well- 


done steaks. The food Is so well 
cooked, in fact, that they hardly 
have to chew it and the teetn, not 
given the exercise they require, are 
suffering a gradual atrophy or re- 
duction 
in size that 
means their 


eventual disappearance. 
In this 


connection it is argued that savages 
who live on raw or jerked meats 
have beautiful large teeth. They 
have better digestion and are free 
from ailments of the stomach. 


This raw meat leaves no deposit 


on the teeth that may form harm- 
ful tartrates and decay is something 


that is unknown among savage / 
races. 
Toothbrushes are unknown 


and unneeded among them—a sharp 
stick of wood being used to shine the 
teeth and performing its function re- 
markably well.

Paul Troubetsky, artist, sculptor, 
student and aristocrat, who claims 
New York as his home, has taken 
the opposite view and has warned 
the United States that if it doesn't 
quit eating meat it will become a de- 
generate race. 


Dr. Hardlicka opened the battle. 


In an address before a medical so- 
ciety here in Washington ho prophe- 
sied the advent of the toothless race. 
Civilized man, deprived of the tough 
meat that in primal times gave man's 
teeth and jaws a great deal of exer- 
eise and stimulated 
the digestive 


forces to the maximum, now subsists 
mostly on vegetables and is slowly 
but 
certainly becoming 
toothless. 


Only a few more generations, said 
Dr. Hardlicka, and not only Amer- 
icans but the proud human race will 
be reduced to a toothless age and 
will have to subsist solely on a diet 
o£ soft food. 


WOULD DESTROY 
BEAUTY. 


There will be no more beautiful 


women. What beauty they possess 
shall be marred by their toothless 
appearance. 
Their cheeks will be- 


come sunken, their lips thin and 
their mouths drawn until it will ap- 
pear that half the world is made up 
of toothless old maids and old men 
and the other half is made up of 
babies who have not yet developed 
their dentine growth. 


Dr. Hardlicka painted such a vivid 


picture o£ that approaching era that 
physicians present could almost im- 
agine man on his knees lapping up a 
dish of milk as if he were but a cat. 


The physician pointed to the 


primal races of the world and the 
present aboriginal tribes found on 
many islands, in proof of his con- 
tention. These meat eaters possess 
sound teeth and their 
incisors, 


canines, bicuspids and molars are 
larger than those of the civilized 


races. The doctor added that sur- 
geons of the future will find a groat 
deal of their work confined to build- 
Ing up the human Jaw to make tip 
for

painted a rather imaginative picture 
of how people will appear in this

A SCIENTISTS 
IDEAS. 


In his address Dr. Hardlicka re- 


marked : 


"A number of teeth are on their 


way to complete elimination. And 
all have diminished to such a degree 
that the difference 
is marked be- 


tween civilized and primitive man 
today. The difference is particularly 
noticeable in this regard: Primitive 
man bad four well developed third 
molar or "eye-teeth," as they are 
called. People of today seldom de- 
velop a perfect set of third molars 
and if they do the teeth are imma- 
ture, never reach full development 
or an age of usefulness and gradu- 
ally decay. In this connection it ap- 
pears that the human jaw is becom- 
ing smaller. Where in ancient pe- 
riods man used each o£ his teeth in 
tearing to bits the jerked and 
tough meat that formed his diet, with 
the present soft foods he employs 
only his incisor and canine teeth and 
very seldom his molars and pre- 
molars. 


"The diminution in the size and 


number of teeth leads to a corres- 
ponding change in the jaw and the 
face itself and these irregularities 
at a date not so greatly distant v/ill 
call for the intervention of the sur- 
geon and will present to him the 
problem of building up the human 
countenance to prevent the race 
from becoming ugly and unsightly. 
The regulation of these approaching 
defects 
will 
play an important 


part, in the future of medicine/' 
ROOSEVELT

point to the fact that former Presi- 
dent Roosevelt with his glittering 
white teeth often takes a "teaspoon- 
ful" of light wine as he once testi- 
fied in a libel suit 
If T. R. can 


drink wine by the teaspoonful and 
yet have perfect teeth it seems con- 
clusive that alcohol has but little to 
do with the change in the teeth ol 
the human, the meat eaters argue. 


Harvey \V. Wiley, pure food expert, 


has taken but little interest in the 
toothless age theory or the fight be- 
tween the meat eaters and the vege- 
tarians. It is claimed that he is in 
favor of the meat caters but the veg- 
etarians deny this and say the doc- 
tor long has advocated a vegetable 
diet over a too great consumption of 
meats.

TO CURE A KICKING HORSE. 


The cure of a "kicker" is a difficult 


task. 
There are many remedies ad- 


vised, but even tha best Is sometimes 
ineffectual. 
It may arise from vice, 


or from excessively nervous disposi- 
tion. One of the common appliances 
used is to swing a. bale of straw be- 
hind the horse, so that he may kick 
until he is tired, without doing Injury 
to himself. 
The bale will swing to 


and fro, and Irritate to the point of 
persuasion that there are more profit- 
able vices than kicking.

It Is necessary to keep these coops 
or roosting places clean . and disin- 
fected, for lice and mites are sure 
death to young turkeys.

The pen should 
be provided with low roosts in the 
back -part, and It should he placed in 
a secluded spot at some distance from 
other poultry houses or barns, as tur- 
keys are very shy of blrdu, and If ex- 
cited by a noise or other.animals or 
strangers, will not readily take on fat. 


The 
feeding troughs should . be 


placed on the outside of the pen so 


that "they can be easily cleaned aad | 
filled without continually entering the 
pen. This work should be done quiet- 
ly and at regular interval*. ' The 
, 


troughs ahould be kept scrupulously

cleaned. No.thlng Is better than gal- 
vanized iron for this purpose, a* they 
can be scalded, and in this way made 
perfectly sweet and clean. Wooden 
troughs absorb a great deal of moist- 
ure, and it is almost impossible to 
keep them as clean as they should be.
